We humbly beg your. Excellency’s consi- 
deration of all these facts. _ For-three years 
the authorities in Formosa have deliberate- 
ly disregarded the provisions of the Treaty 
in all that relatea to Christian missionaries 
and their converts, They have not only. 
refused to protect them, “but have secretly 
and openly steadily opposed their position 
in the island, and have so acted as to lead 
their subordinates, writers, chéng-idug and 
others to suppose that’ any. violence to- 
wards Christians would nos be dealt with 
as a-criminal offence. \They have refus- 
ed the repeated applications of the British 
Consuls, Messrs Swinhoe, Carroll, and 
Adkins, to deal jnatly iu the several ea- 
ses Which these gentlemen lave brought 
before them; and fhough thé present 

wting British Consul, .Mr- Jamieson, has 
seyerely, romonstrated with them on. the 


preseut instance, there ig no.prohability 
either that-justice will ts visited on the 
lenders in the recent yciénce and murder, 
or that the value of our property destroyed 
will :be aecovéred.. ‘We, are constrained 
therefore to approach your Excellency with 
this memorial, and to beg' your assistance. 
We aro assured that: it. is only the iniluence 
of your position and authority, exervised at 
Peking, that can move the authorities ‘of 
Formosa to graut to Christians. any measure 
of justice. We havo no complaint against 
the people for ‘persccution at their hinds, 
but against the authorities and their’ sub- 
ordinates in-the Yamen. f 

We believe that we xre justified at the 
present crisis in approaching your. Bxcel-

In the present day, we allow a nation not 
one-hundredth part aé strong as Portugal, 
to insult us ton times as severely; and when 
we haye in. dove-like accents, begged the 
Chinese authorities to perforin their wn-- 
doubted ditty of punishing the guilty par- 
ties, we aro quietly snubbed off; told: that 
the distinct provisions of the Treaty will 
be broken for at least another two months, 
during which-the missionaries wi!l not be 
allowed to enter Yangchow away. te go

pires in the three kingdomsthatisnotfashed * 
to the great centres of intelligence in tha 
large towns. If an eminent politician 
make a speoch late at night atMauchester; ~ 
or Bristol, it ig-reported and transinitted to 
jondan, Edinburgh, and Glasgow, appear- 
ing‘next moruing in the columns of Jour-, 
nals hundreds of miles away from the place 
where it was spoken.’ Lf a crime or acoi- - 
dent of magnitude occur in any quarter of 
the" empire accessible to the telegraph, the . 
iletails are carefully collected, written: out 
into a narrative, aud sent off on the winga 
of the lightning. The most, enterprising 
priuts in the empire ip this respect are thoge- 
ot Edinburgh and Glasgow.
